NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (UP)— 
Police traced a pistol used in 
the gangland killing of Albert 
Anastasia to Chicago today. 
The discovery hinted that the 


| killers were imported from Al 
| Capone's old battleground to 


commit murder for hire. 

One of the two pistols dis- 
carded after the 55-year-old 
Anastasia, executioner for a 
gang referred to as Murder, 
Inc., was shot down in a 
barber's chair was a .38-caliber 
colt sold in Chicago in August 
1934.

Held to Be Least 
Likely Explanation—

NEW YORK, Oct. 26—Two 
possibilities emerged from the 
removal of Marshal Georgi K. 
Zhukov as Soviet Defense Min- 
ister today. The first was that 
Nikita S. Khrushchev had exe- 
cuted a major coup against 
his principal rival in the Soviet 
power struggle. 

The alternative and perhaps 


less likely explanation was that | 


the removal was made to clear | 
the way for Zhukov's further 
elevation, possibly to the post 
of Premier, when the Sovie 
Union's legislature, the Su- 
preme Soviet, meets in Moscow 
early next month. 

If Zhukov and his successor, 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky 
are close friends and collabora- 
tors, then presumably Zhukov 
suggested that Malinovsky suc- 
ceed him and the fact of suc- 
cession does not really end 
Zhukov's control of the Soviet 
armed forces. 

If that friendship is not the 
case, it would seem that Zhu- 
kov may have been stripped of 
his key lever in the power 
struggle.

Zhukov has been widely re- 
garded in the outside world as 
the most likely alternative to 
Khrushchev as chief Soviet 
leader should the latter fal! 

Only last Friday 
reports were published that 
President Tito of Yugoslavia 
believed Zhukov was the real 
ruler of the Soviet Union: in 
part, it was said, because he 
had won control over the Soviet 
secret police apparatus. 

Several possibly ominous 
features marked the announce- 
ment of Zhukoyv's relief from 
the defense ministry post: 

First, the announcement was 
timed to coincide with his re- 
turn to the Soviet Union from 
a trip to Yugoslavia and A\l- 
bania. This appears to raise 
the possibility he was not con- 
sulted about the change A 
comparison appeared possible, 
therefore, between the man- 
ner in which he was relieved 
and the effort by the Malen- 
kov group to oust Khrushchev 
as Communist party chief 
while he was way on a trip to 
Finland. 

Second, the official an- 
nouncement did not say Zhukov 
had been relieved at his own 
request. In the past that 
formula had been used to show 
that an official was being re- 
lieved but remained in good 
standing.

Marshal Georgi Zhukov today 
was relieved of his post as 
Soviet Defense Minister. An 
official announcement said he 
would be succeeded by Mar- 
shal Rodion Y. Malinovsky, 
hero of the World War Il de- 
fense of Stalingrad. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation of the announce- 
ment that the Presidium of the 
Soviet Union had “relieved 
Marshal G. K. Zhukov of the 
post of U.S.S.R. Minister of 
Defense.” 

A dispatch by the Soviet 
news agency, Tass, was beamed 
to the West by Radio Moscow 
at 8:40 p.m Forty minutes 
later. it was announced on 
broadcasts for home consump- 
tion.

Observers noted in the past 
that whenever a Soviet official 
was elevated from one post to 
a higher one, his promotion 
was announced at the same 
time as his release from his old 
job. 

But in Zhukov's case it was 
impossible to determine, be- 
cause advancement to a more 
responsible post—-probably as 
Premier would have to be 
made by a body other than the 
Presidium, the upper echelon 
of the Supreme Soviet (Parlia- 
ment). 

Malinovsky, 59. was elected 
a deputy of the Supreme Soviet 
in 1956. Zhukov was elevated 
to the Presidium in the shake- 
up last July. 

Timing a Surprise. 

(The Radio Moscow broadcast 
heard in London said: 

(“The U.S.S.R. Supreme So- 
viet Presidium has appointed 
Marshal R. Malinovsky U.S.S.R 
Minister of Defense 

(“The U.S.S.R. Supreme So 
viet Presidium has _ relieved 
Marshal G. K. Zhukov of the 
post of U.S.S.R. Minister of De- 
fense.”’) 

What surprised Western ob- 
servers in Moscow was the tim- 
ing of the announcement. Thev 
wondered why it had not been 
held until the eve of the cele- 
bration of the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion which falls on Nov. 7. 

it was speculated that the 
change was held up from an 
earlier date until Zhukov had 
completed his state tours of 
Yugoslavia and Albania, which 
he did today. As a matter of 
protocol he had to make these 
visits to repay similar trips to 
Moscow by the Yugoslav and 
Albanian defense ministers. 

Both Zhukov and his succes- 
sor are professional soldiers of 
the old school. Both started 
their careers in the turbulent 
days touched off by World War 
I. Both held high rank in 
World War II and both were 
spectacularly successful as field 
commanders. 

Welcome at Airport. 

On Zhukov's return today 
from his tour aboard a Soviet 
TU-104 jet airliner, he was 
met at Vnukovo airport by 
ranking military and Foreign 
Office officials, according to 
Radio Moscow. 

The next mention of his 
name on the radio was in the 
communique that he had been 
“relieved” of his post.

Dr. ‘Gerty' Theresa Cori, 
Washington University bio- 
chemist who shared the 1947 


Nobel prize for studies on how | 


the. body uses starches and 
sugars, died yesterday at her 
home, 1080 North Berry: road, 
Glendale, after a long illness. 
She was 61 years old. 

Death was caused by compli- 
cations resulting from myelo- 
fibrosis, a comparatively rare 


disease of the bone marrow’ 


from which she suffered for 
many years. 
One of the world's most 


eminent women scientists, Dr. 
Cori was known internationally 
for her work in the field of 
enzymes and carbohydrate me- 
tabolism. She had been pro- 
fessor of biological chemistry 
at the university's School of 
Medicine here since 1947. 

Dr. Cori and her husband, 
Dr. Carl F. Cori, also profes- 
sor of biological chemistry at 
the university, were the third 
husband-and-wife team to win 
the Nobel award.

of six or more.

quate, but not luxurious, quar- | 
ters’ at a reasonable rent as © 
one way of making Government | 


employment more attractive. 

Federal housing may account 
for as much as five per cent of 
total starts this year compared 
with less than one per cent in 
1956. 

While private home build- 
ing. has been on the decline, 
biggest reason for the increase 
in tonstruction of government 
houses is the fact that the 
Capehart program has reached 
a “rolling peak.”

Appreciates More 
Than Nine Times

Indicative of how St. Louis 
county land has appreciated in 
value as growth of the city has 
spread St. Louis suburbs far- 
ther and farther into it in the 
last 18 vears is a recently con- 
cluded sale of a tract of Spoede 
road frontage near Ladue road. 

Sam Duke of Duke-Young, 
Ine.. who made the sale to 
Home Builder Burt M. Wen- 
neker and his wife, Elaine, re- 
counts that ground in the area 
has appreciated in value more 
than nine times from 1938 to 
the present. Property he bought 
at $600 an acre in 1939 was 
sold to the Wennekers for more 
than $5000 an acre. 

Wenneker will subdivide, 
Duke said, plans to build three 
large homes on the Spoede 
frontage just north of Villa 
Duthesne on a_ speculative 
basis, use them as “samples” 
from which to pre-sell others 
in a complete development of 
the tract acquired.

The Service Bureau Corpora- 
tion, formerly at 3590 Lindell 
boulevard, has moved to a new 


$160,000 building at 2360 
Hampton avenue. The building 
was completed in 90 days by 
Fischer and Frichtel, Inc. The 
occupying corporation is a sub- 
sidiary of International Busi- 
ness Machines Corporation, 
handling data processing for 
the St. Louis area. 

The move was complicated in 
that some 40 delicate, complex 
machines, valued at more than 
$700,000, had to be transported 
about 50 blocks over city 
streets. Included is an IBM 
type 650 magnetic drum data 
processing machine — so-called 
“electronic brain’ —which is 
capable of performing 60 mul- 
tiplications of 10-digit numbers 
per second, 50 divisions a sec- 
ond, or 200 additions or sub- 
tractions per second. 

The building is all on a sin- 
gle level, measuring 75 feet 
along the front and 131 feet 
deep. The floor plan is domi- 
nated by the room housing the 
machines, a 92-foot by 43-foot 
area. To the rear of this room, 
and separates by a glass parti- 
tion, is a key punch room, 
where personnel prepares the

A large conference room is 
located off a richly-appointed 
entry room. Other private of- 
fices are opposite an open desk 
area.

lounge, and in the men’s room.

One entire wall of the ma-

A storage foom at the rear 
of the building houses hun- 
dreds of thousands of cus- 
tomer cards, miscellaneous 
equipment and general office 
storage.

ployes, separated from the 
hallway by an accordion-fold 
wood door. 


Area Air-ConZitioned. 


Compressors provide a total 
of 35 tons of air conditioning 
for the building. The air con- 
ditioning engineering problem 
was complicated in that some 
of the equipment generates a 


considerable amount of heat 
while in operation 
In designing the system, 


Fischer and Frichtel engineers 
were required to compute BTU 
outputs for every major ma- 
chine to be used in the build- 
ing. The three-unit “brain” 
alone puts out 48,500 BTU's

The new pool has been de- 
signed to accommodate 500 
bathers. The bath house will 
adequately serve twice that 
number—700 men and 300 
women. In order to permit 
the maximum use of the facili- 
ties, patrons of the pool will 
be admitted in shifts, thereby 
requiring greater facilities in 
the bath house, the designers 
said. 

One of the requirements of 
the design was to provide a 
maximum amount of sunlight 
and air inside the building. In 
their solution, the architects, 
Kramer and Harms, designed 
the project With an enclosure 
to provide adequate privacy and 
with a canopy to provide par- 
tial protection from the weath- 
er.

As Neil H. McElroy settles into his job as 
Secretary of Defense, fo problem confronting 


which begins next 1. Whether the nation 
continues to lag behind the Soviet Union in 
scientific and military development may well 


depend on what happens in Mr. McElroy’s office 
during the next few weeks. 

That are lagging in long-range ballistic 
missiles and other phases of rocketry is abun- 
dantly evident. That defense expenditures have 
been slashed too drastically since the Adminis- 
tration woke up to the fact that it was running 
up against the debt ceiling is equally clear. 
That these cuts have played special havoc with 
the most critical program of all—the research 
and development activities on which the nation 
relies to keep it ahead in advanced weapons 
like missiles and nuclear aircraft—is obvious. 

Nobody in his right mind wants his country 
to be second best in military capability. The 
question is how most quickly to overcome our 
deficienciés. To find out how we fell behind 
is instructive and Useful, but far mofe impor. 
tant is the matter of catching up—and catching 
up in a hurry. At the heart of that issue lie 
the defense budget and how Secretary McElroy 
handles it. 

. * . 

Secretary Wilson approached the defense 
budget in a most peculiar way. As the Post- 
Dispatch military analyst points out today in 
his review of Wilsonian budget-making, the 
former head of General Motors refused until 
his very last year to take the estimates of his 
military experts very seriously. 

He established the Defense Department's 
spending goals primarily on the basis of what 
the Bureau of the Budget wanted him to ask. 
His standard of judgment was not what funds 
were needed to fulfill the nation’s military com- 
mitments, but what funds the Bureau of the 
Budget found it convenient, in the context of 
taxes, othér expenditurés and politics, to let 
him have. 

Gen. Phillips even brings out the shocking 
fact that some budget estimates under Secretary 
Wilson were reached without even consulting 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff—the highest militery 
authority in the land, established for the spe- 
cifie reason, among others, of being consulted 
on such matters. 

This kind of record just does not make sense. 
Lat us agree that genérals and admirals ih our 
ayatem cannot be the final authority on defense 
expenditures. Our system is one of civilian 
control of the military establishment, and #o 
it must remain. But why have a Secretary of 
Defense unless he makes himself responsible 
for defense instead of for the budget? If the 
civilian Secretary of Defense is not going to 
base his judgments on defense considerations, 
then the departmént might as well be turned 
over to the Director of the Budget directly. 

It is the function of the Sécretary of De- 
fénse, not to let himself be controlled by gen- 
érals and admirals, but to use generals and 
admirals for the purpose of arriving at his 
own informed civilian judgment on what and 
how to spend. It is then his duty to fight for 
that judgment up through the whole budget- 
making process. He cannot expect to win evéry 
dattle. Defense expenditures along with all 
others must be reconciled with the general 
budget situation, with available revenues, with 
the state of the national economy, and many 
other factors. 

* e . 

In the end, final decisions must be made 
by the President, whose responsibility it is to 
balance military security against economic con- 
ditions, spénding against taxes, politics against 
necessity. Every such decision may represent 
& cOmpromise. But that is acceptable so long 
as the case for military needs has been fully 
and courageously set forth, as well as the case 
for fiscal lHmitation. 

Under the system used by Mr. Wilson most 
of the time, the fiscal side of the argument 
appears to have won out before the argument 
began. Defense needs were not balanced 
against fiscal needs; they were tailored to them. 
And the results are clear. 

Secretary McElroy’s task is imménse, his 
fésponsibility enormous. A civilian chief of 
the defense establishment who mérely fronted 
for the generals and admirals would be as 
inadequate ag one who fronted for the Bureau 
of the Budget. Me must be his own man. And 
hé must be, not a budget-balancer, but a defense 
eeeréetary; not a tax<cutter, but an administrator 
responsible to the Président and the country 
for the nation’s military readiness; not a podll- 
titian, But a devoted public servant in the 
tradition of Patterson and Lovett.

Human mind cannot observe more than seven units at once 
without confusion; but by organizing information into sym- 
bols we can hold a great quantity; thus we diminish slug- 
gishness of our thinking and enlarge our mental capacity.

The intimate relation between mem- 
ory and the ability to reason is dem- 
onstrated every time we fail to solve 
a problem because we fail to recall 
the necessary information. 

Since our capacity to remember 
limits our intelligénce, we should try 
to organize material to make the most 
efficient use of the memory available 
to us. We cahnot think simultaneously 
about évérything we know. When we 
attempt to pursue a long argument, it 
is cult to hold each step in mind 
as we proceed to the next, and we are 
apt to lose our way in the sheer mass 
of detail. 

The first person to propose an ex- 

mental test of the span of a man's 
taneous ere seems to have 
been Sir William Hamilton, a nine- 
teenth-cen Scottish metaphysician. 
He wrote: “If you throw a handful of 
marbles on the floor, you will find it 
difficult to view at once more than 
six, or seven at most, without confu- 
sion.” 

In 1871 the English economist and 
logician William Stanley Jevons re- 
ported that when he threw béans into 
a box, he nevér made a mistaké when 
there were three or four, was some- 
times wrong if the number was five, 
was right about half the time if the 
beans numbered 10 and was usually 
wrong when the number réachéd 15.

A FEW WEEKS AGO I suffered 
from a cutting pain in my back, the 
result of a strained muscle. As my 
agonies came and went, I read a recent 
issue of the magazine, Partisan Review. 
This review is the bible of the new 
ériticism, and of the only writers who 
count and are worth while. It is the 
advance guard of literary culture in 
America, the expositor of Melville and 
Henry James, and its editors and con- 
tributors are experts at explaining all 
of the way around the highest and deep- 
est levels of ambiguity in great litera- 
ture 


They are amazing in their capacity 
to reveal the hidden meanings of myths, 
symbols, eternal allegory in the writ- 
ings of Ernest Hemingway and Leslie 
Fielder. In this issue, one contributor 
even finds “the figure of Christ’ in 
“The Old Man and the Sea” and in 
Faulkner’s character from “Light in 
August,” Joe Christmas. 

You would be amazed how much 
Partisan Review has taught me about 
the muscle pain in my back. I have 
learned that my pain is not actually a 
pain at all; it is a sign of an ambiguity. 
The pain is the experience I have 
merely fastened on to explain my own 
particular myth. . 

Just as a Harvard graduate studen 
reads a story of Ernest Hemingway 
which describes a boy going fishing, 
and he analyzes this as.a search for 
the Holy Grail, so my pain in the back 
is an expression of my quest to find 
the hidden meaning of pain in man, 
not in his back but rather in his soul. 
For this is the deepest level] of mean- 
ing of my pain in my back. It is the 
form of the myth I have artistically in- 
vented in order to reveal that which is 
eternal—the allegory of man's pain.

HAROLD NICOLSON, workman- 
like chronicler of King George V, Lord 
Carnock, Curzon, Benjamin Constant,

Am I unfair? Read the new critics 
and decide for yourself.

BUT THE PRODIGIOUS produc- 
tivity in print that is his intellectual 
anchor in immortality might not have 
been energized had he not suffered the 
goading of his physiological and psy- 
chological insufficiencies. On his mas- 
terplece “Port-Royal,” a tremendous 
study of the Jansenists, he labored for 
24 years as he followed “the windings 
In it he 
showed how well he could eombine— 
given such incentive—the precision of 
the historian, the subtlety of the psy- 
chologist, and the decision of the judge. 


He perfected his taste by the variety 
of the disciplines to which he subjected 
it—a practice which to some detractors 
seems dilettantism; in fact, Brunetiere 
called him “the dilettante of criticism.” 
But surely this term is too depreciative 
of the only critic of literature whose 
fame during his day was that of a 
great writer, and who lives “less as a 
critic than as the first of his profes- 
sion to make of his critical writings 
works of art,” an unrivaled guide into 
highly diverse knowledge of the great 
personalities of French literature. 

He had, in Mr. Nicolson’s opinion, 

among his most respectable critical 
qualities, “the gift of reverence: he 
never forgot, and never allowed others 
to forget, that criticism is the tribute 
paid by talent to genius.” 
ON SAINTE-BEUVE’S signet 
ring, Mr. Nicolson records, he had en- 
graved in English the word “Truth.” 
On Mr. Nicolson’s “Sainte-Beuve,” I 
believe, appreciative readers will be- 
stow the words “touching, trenchant, 
truthful.” For it he claims no original 
research, his main authority having been

Hungry to Get There

But Braine’s inclusion in 
this school is still to be 
proved. How far can an au- 
thor be identified with the 
characters he creates? No 
critic seems to doubt that 
in “Look Back in Anger,” 
Jimmy Porter speaks for 
John Osborne the author. 
If Joe Lampton, the-hero of 
“Room at the Top,” speaks 
for John Braine, however, 
then the author of this novel 
is not an angry young man 
so much as a hungry one, 
who gets angry only when he 
contemplates other more for- 
tunate young men who al- 
ready possess what he wants. 

Joe’s problem is essentially 
an English one. He is the 
outsider who wants to get 
onto the social escalator that 
will take him to the top. 
Born into the world of in- 
dustrial labor with its pov- 
erty and drabness, he is de- 
termined to get into that of 
management. This is an 
acute problem in England 
because the class lines are 
still sharply drawn. 


SO THE PORTRAIT of 
Joe is the portrait of an 
opportunist worshipping the 
demon of success. His assets 
are youth, good looks, an 
easy affability,which makes 
him likeable, and a danger- 
ous attractiveness for wom- 
en. The town of Warley isa 
microcosm of the world he 
wants to conquer—it has 
class, culture, elegance—just 
as the dreary griminess of 
his native Dufton stands for 
everything he wants to leave 
behind. 

At Warley he finds a job 
in the treasurer's office of 
the city council, which gives 
him at least a start on the 
way up. Joe, however, is a 
young man in a hurry. He 
has no scruples about taking

A Man on Bedrock’

He has 
fought hard for international co-operation and the lessen- 
ing of trade barriers between nations.

FRANCIS SAYRE is not a -professional writer; some 
of his prose is stiff, but there are several memorable pas- 
sages, and the book as a whole is a rare pleasure to read. 
Sayre has had an intimate, working association with many of 
the great events, issues and personalities of the last four 
decades. Of particular interest are his descriptions of Wood- 
row Wilson's family life, and there are these moving words 
about the death of Wilson's first wife: 

“To Mr. Wilson came double tragedy: the sudden loss of 
the loved companion of his life and, at the seme time, the 
crashing outbreak of a war that spelled the breakup of the 


world he knew. 


“He moved about, stunned by the blow. His grief and 
loneliness were heartrending. His only relief lay in work— 
meéting the crushing responsibilities cast upon him by the 


European war. 


‘It is amazing how one can continue to 


function in all ordinary, and some extraordinary, matters with 


a broken heart,’ he wrote to an intimate friend. 


‘Now self 


is killed more pitilessly than ever—there is nothing but the 


work for me.’” 


AS A YOUTH at the turn of the century, Sayre’s ideal— 
and that of many boys his age—was the sports-loving extro- 
vert, Theodore Roosevelt. This Sayre outgrew, and his auto- 
biography makes it clear that the influence of a greater man, 
Wilson, was a principal factor in the maturation process. 
“Woodrow Wilson,” he writes, “is often thought of as the 
President with a great dream that failed. It has cost us 
stupendous tragedy to understand that Woodrow Wilson was 
not a man of unpractical vision; he was the prophet of a new 


era. 


He was the first American statesman who appreciated 


the new sweep of world events, the need of world unity, and 
the changed part which America must henceforth play. His 
dreams are becoming the very warp and woof of interna- 


tional realities.” 


This need for international understanding and co-operation, 
which Sayre believes must be founded on Christian teachings, 
is his credo. It sustained him well during the bitter days on 
Corregidor and in time of personal tragedy.

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Homeless Bums 


A Picture From 


Life's Other Side 


By Art Buchwald 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26. 

NBEKNOWNST to most people in New York there are 

between 10,000 and 20,000 people in the city with no 

permanent sleeping quarters. The man who gave us 
these figures is Mr. Edmund G. Love, who has just written 
a book called “Subways 
Are for Sleeping.” Mr. 
Love spent almost five 
years trying to catch 
some sleep in New York 
after falling on hard 
times. A former Army 
officer, a writer, and an 
author, Mr. Love told us 
he was driven into the 
streets after his domestic 
world tumbled down on 
him, and he was unable 
to sell any articles. 

“The night I was 
thrown out of my hotel 
room in 1951,” he said, 
“I discovered a new 
world. For almost five 
years I became part of 
that world. And the only 
way I could escape from 
it was to write this book.” 

In his five years Mr. 
Love made some inter- 
esting discoveries. “New York bums are talented,” he told 
us. “They live by their wits. West Coast bums turn to 
petty crime because they have no talent. They’re hicks and 
they'll always be hicks.” 

Mr. Love said that of all the subways he has slept 
on, he preferred the Eighth Avenue line because, “It was 
the cleanest and had the smoothest roadbeds. I could get 
almost four hours of sleep on the D train running from 
the Bronx to Brooklyn. The F train was a good one for 
a while but then they shortened the route and I had to

@ THE SECRET of sleeping in a railroad station. Mr. 
Love said, was to always look reasonably clean and keep 
a ticket in your pocket at all times. He once found a ticket 
to Poughkeepsie and he never slept without it. 

Next to subways and railroad stations, one of the 
best places to sleep is the public library. “Nobody bothers 
anybody at the public library. My unique discovery at 
the Forty-second street library was the microfilm room. 
I guess the people at the library never thought a bum 
would use the microfilm room and I used to sleep there 
all day. Then they moved the darned thing down to 
Twenty-fifth street.” 

The secret of sleeping in chairs in hotel lobbies was 
revealed by Mr. Love. “If you sleep with a briefcase or 
an umbrella you won't be bothered.” 

“Where can a bum get a briefcase or an umbrella?” 

“You can usually find one on the subways.” 

Even in New York a bum has to have some money. 
Mr. Love said most of the bums got odd jobs down at the 
docks or dishwashing. He needed about $6 to $8 a week 
to survive. 

“Sometimes I might see two cars come together and 
then I'd volunteer to be a witness and maybe get $10 a 
day. Also I used to hang around the small claims court 
and when they needed a six-man jury they'd just grab six 
guys in the hall. I did it four times before they got wise 
to me.”

One of the sad results of New York crime 
is that bums can’t sleep in the park any more. 

“Ever since those kids killed that bum in 
Brooklyn they stopped letting bums sleep in parks. 
They arrest you for loitering if they catch you 
sleeping.” 

“But isn’t that what parks are for—te loiter?” 

“That's a very fine point of the law. 

“Besides .ft's .no .good sleeping .in . parks. 
They're too noisy. Kids are always bothering you 
and the cops come by and wake you up.”

@ MR. LOVE FELT New York cops were very fair to 
bums and maintain a “live and let live philosophy.” “They 
don't go out of their way to be mean to a guy just because 
he’s down on his luck. And New Yorkers are far less cruel 
than people think they are. There is tolerance here 
toward other people that you don’t find in most Ameri- 
ean cities. Lots of strangers have been very kind to me 
when I've been on the bum.” 

Mr. Love said he believed only 20 per cent of the peo- 
ple on the bum in New York were alcoholics. “The rest 
are just people with problems. I was never an alcoholic, 
though people assume if you're a bum, that’s your main 
problem.” 

New York bums are not very social with other bums. 

“They don't have much to say to each other, because 
when they meet each other both of them usually want to 
sleep.”

n the year 1932, 24-year-old 

Joe Majczek, an electrician, 

was living with his wife, 
Helen, in an apartment at 3021 
Farrell street, Chicago. Born 
in Poland when his mother, 
Tillie, was 16, Joe at the age of 
one had traveled with his par- 
ents to America. The family 
lived at 2038 West Fifty-second 
street, a district of Chicago 
populated mainiy by the Maj- 
czek’s countrymen, the same 
neighborhood where Joe and 
Helen later lived. Tillie’s hus- 
band, Michael, found a job in 
the stockyards and, within the 
next few years, Tillie bore 
three more children. 


In the depression year of 
1932 Joe was out of work. As 
an added financial strain, Joe 
and Helen soon expected their 
first child. But being full of 
youthful energy and very much 
in love, Joe probably felt 
competent to solve his prob- 
lems and, in almost all the 
ways that mattered most, was 
satisfied. Certainly in later life 
his retrospective longing for 
that period must have been in- 
tense. 


What happened at 3 p.m., 
Dec. 9, 1932, wholly changed 
the direction of Joe’s life. 
Even for Chicago, on that 
day, the temperature was un- 
seasonably low. The thermom- 
eter registered eight below, 
and Joe, at home, was spend- 
ing a domestic afternoon. 
While Helen occupied herself 
with household tasks inside, 
Joe helped his father-in-law, 
who lived in the same build- 
ing, to store a ton of coal the 
dealer had left in the alley 
next to the house. Joe and 
Helen’s father shoveled the 
coal into baskets, then carried 
the baskets to a shed to the 
rear of the building. 
The job took several hours 
and occasionally between trips 
Joe and his father-in-law 
walked up to Joe’s apartment, 
on the second floor, to join 
Helen in a cup of coffee and 
a cigarette near the warm 
stove. Nothing in the normal, 
tranquil afternoon gave warn- 
ing of the tragedy ahead. 
- — 7: 
LSEWHERE in the neigh- 
borhood a crime was taking 
place. 
A woman (who in this rec- 
ord will be called Mrs. Jones) 
owned a store near Joe's home, 
where she also sold whisky in 
violation of the prohibition 
law. There the crime occurred 
at 3 o'clock. 
Mrs. Jones had her living 
quarters in the same building. 
Since the house was cold, she 
had retired to her somewhat 
warmer kitchen, alert for 
sounds indicating customers in- 
side the store. With her, seated 
around the table near the 
stove, were two acquaintances: 
A uniformed police officer, 
William Lundy, who had 
stopped in for a chat, and John 
Zagata, a coal dealer who had 
just made a delivery to Mrs. 
Jones. 
During a pause in the con- 
versation Mrs. Jones heard a 
sound she recognized as the 
closing of the front door. 
Thinking that she had a cus- 
tomer, she left her guests to 
go into the store. Two men 
stood near the cash register, 
their grim purpose immediately 
clear; each carried a revolver 
in his hand. One of the bandits, 
pointing his gun at Mrs. Jones, 
ordered her to raise her hands. 
Mrs. Jones obeyed. The men 
roughly pushed her through the 
open kitchen door. One looked 
into the kitchen to find out if 
anyone else was there. Seeing 
Zagata and the armed police- 
man at the table, the bandit 
called a warning to his com- 
panion. Lundy rose, taking his 
revolver from its holster, and 
stood his ground as the gunmen 
advanced on him. Mrs. Jones 
screamed, ran into a closet, and 
slammed the door against the 
violence impending in the room 
outside, while Zagata hurried 
out a door leading from the 
kitchen to the street.

heard Mrs. Jones scream, 
then the sound of seven shots 
inside the house. He saw two 
men, revolvers in their hands, 
race into the street, get into 
an automobile, and speed away.

comrades, this was no ordinary 
crime. Lundy's violent death 
appeared to the police suffi- 
cient reason to administer jus- 
tice in its ancient form. In- 
deed, it was not whose eye 
that mattered, or whose tooth, 
only that the crime should be 
avenged. 


The police called Mrs. Jones 
to headquarters for question- 
ing. She told them that she 
would not be able to identify 
the killers. 


“I was so scared I ran awhy 
before I could look at them,” 
Mrs. Jones said. 


But the police did not intend 
to let the matter rest at that. 


Ted Marcinkiewicz, a child- 
hood friend and schoolmate of

him, he suddenly became ter- 
rified. He believed that the 
police would not hesitate to 
use the third degree, or attempt 
to frame him in some other 
way, in their zeal to avenge 
Lundy's death.

ED hastened to the Maj- 

czeks’ apartment and asked 

the young couple to hide 
him for a while. When Joe and 
Helen heard his story, they 
agreed. 

Ted stayed for three nights 
and days, concealing himself 
from the police. Perhaps be- 
latedly realizing that he had 
placed his friends in jeopardy, 
on Dec. 12 he left heir home 
for some other hide-out. 

Ten days later, on Dec. 22, 
a bootlegger known as “Alex” 
had a minor auto accident. 
When, in the early morning 
hours, the police were sum- 
moned to the scene, they ques- 
tioned Alex, as they were ques- 
tioning everyone in any way 
connected with the under- 
world, about the Lundy mur- 
der case. Alex, who knew 
through the grapevine that the 
police were looking for Ted 
Marcinkiewicz, admitted driv- 
ing him, the night of Dec. 9, to 
Joe Majczek’s home. 

At 5:45 a.m., Dec. 22, shortly 
after Alex had given his infor- 
mation to the police, a squad 
car pulled up in front of Joe's 
and Helen's apartment house. 
Two policemen got out and 
rang the Majczeks’ bell. Joe 
opened the door but, too rude- 
ly aroused from his heavy, 
early morning sleep, appeared 
to hesitate when the officers 
asked him if he knew Ted 
Marcinkiewicz. The police, 
thinking that Joe was trying 
to stall for time, took Joe and 
Helen to headquarters for 
questioning. 

There Joe, now fully awake, 
said that he did know Ted, 
adding that Ted had recently 
stayed with him. However, he 
went on to say, he did not 
know where Ted could be 
found. The police apparently 
thought that he lied. Realizing, 
however, that Helen did not 
have the information § they 
sought, the police released her, 
telling her that they were hold- 
ing Joe, who would be home 
as soon as he told the truth 
about Ted's whereabouts.

HE next time Helen set eyes 
T on Joe, he was behind bars, 
charged with Lundy's mur- 


er. 
As long as they had Joe in 
custody, perhaps the police 
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she had said that she would not 
recognize either of the crimi- 
nals. The method by which the 
police persuaded Mrs. Jones 
to co-operate was not revealed 
for many years. 

On first seeing him, Mrs 
Jones said that she did not 
recognize Joe. The police then 
took Joe into another room and 
an hour later, after a confer- 
ence .with .Mrs. .Jones, thes 
brought her in to look at Joe

again. Once more she failed 
to identify him. Nevertheless 
the police held Joe in custody 
overnight and at 3:45 p.m. the 
next day, after another confer- 
ence with Mrs. Jones, they 
again asked her to identify 
him. This time she did not 
even hesitate. 


“Yes, I know him,” she said. 
“He is one of the killers.” 


The grand jury, on the basis 
of Mrs. Jones's testimony, in- 
dicted Joe for murder in the 
first degree. 


Between the indictment and 
the trial Joe had several weeks 
in which to wonder what would 
happen to him now. There 
must have been the nightmare 
hours, but, on the whole, Joe 
was a man of common sense. 
Since he had not committed 
murder, the state could not 
prove otherwise. That an in- 
credible error had been made 
would inevitably be demon- 
strated at the trial, for that's 
what trials were for: to find 
the truth. 


So thinking, Joe was able to 
sleep at night. 


The police continued an un- 
successful search for Ted Mar- 
cinkiewicz. However, on Jan. 
26, six weeks after Lundy had 
been murdered, Ted turned 
himself in to the police, who 
again summoned Mrs. Jones, 
this time to say whether she 

the second suspect. 
She immediately identified Ted 
as Joe's accomplice. 


The grand jury indicted Ted 
for murder in the first degree. 
In February 1933 Joe and Ted 
went to trial. 


As the first witness for the 
state, Mrs. Jones testified that 
Joe was the killer who, aiming 
his gun at her, ordered her to 
raise her hands. She also saw, 
she said, the beginning of the 
struggle which ended Lundy's 
life. According to this witness 
Ted was the second holdup 
man. 


As the second witness, Mrs. 
Jones's friend, Mrs. 


Barron, 
swore that Ted, shortly before 
the murder, had 


questioned 
her about Mrs. Jones s grocery 


\ 
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store and about the size of 
Mrs. Jones's bank account. 
When Mrs. Barron told Ted, 
so she testified, that’ the store 
was doing very well, Ted re- 


plied that he himself was 
broke and, referring to the 
grocery store, said he was 


“going to make the joint.” 

The state's third witness was 
an acquaintance of Ted, a man 
named Bruno Uginchus. He 
testified that, about 6 p.m. on 
Dec. 9, while he was sitting in 
a parked car, the defendant, 
passing on the street, stopped 
to say he was “in a little trou- 
ble,”’ and asked the witness for 
a ride. Uginchus drove to the 
corner of Forty-seventh and 
Wood with Ted on the running 
board; Ted then got off and 
went into a speakeasy. That 
testimony closed the prosecu- 
tion's case. 


The defendants presented 
alibis as the substance of their 
defense. Joe did not himself 
testify, relying on his witnesses 
for his alibi. Helen did not 
take the stand, since in Illinois 
a wife could not testify for her 
husband, but Helen's father 
did, and swore that at three 
o'clock, when the crime took 
place, Joe was at home, help- 
ing to haul some coal. The 
dealer who had delivered the 
coal testified that he had seen 
Joe there at that hour and 
that Joe's father-in-law then 
gave him a receipt for the de- 
livery. The witness introduced 
a duplicate of the receipt. 


Six witnesses appeared in 
court to establish an alibi for 
Ted. A neighbor testified that 
Ted had been with him, help- 
ing to thaw out a frozen pipe, 
until almost three, the hour at 
which the crime occurred. 
Ted's stepmother, two aunts, 
and a business acquaintance of 
Ted's father, who had been 
calling on the elder Marcinkie- 
wicz that afternoon, all swore 
that Ted had been at home 
from a little before three un- 


til almost 3:15, and that he 
then went to a speakeasy 
across the street. The bar- 


tender and a customer testi- 
fied that Ted had remained in 
the speakeasy from 10 min- 
utes after three until six 


o'clock. 
T repeated the facts to which 
his alibi witnesses had tes- 
tified. He elaborated on the 
conversation with Uginchus, 
saying that it was accurate but 
adding that he had also told 
Uginchus that he was scared 
because the police had a war- 
rant for his arrest. He ex- 
plained that Mrs. Barron had 
misunderstood her conversa- 
tion with him: He had not said 
that he wanted “to make the 
joint” but that, considering 
Mrs. Jones attractive, he had 
thought of “making” her. 


After each side summed up, 
the judges charged the jury 
about the legal rules they must 
apply to the evidence. The jury 
then retired to decide which 
set of witnesses had lied, or 
erred, or told the truth, and, 
on the basis of that choice, to 
a. the future of the men on 


. - . 


ED then took the stand. He 


Perhaps the jurors reasoned 
that where there is emoke there 
is always fire, even if there is 
scarcely any smoke; that, al- 


—- — ee fen 
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though nine witnesses had sup- 
ported the defendants’ alibis, 
while only one witness said 
that they were the criminals, 
nevertheless the prosecutor, an 
honorable official of the state, 
would not bring suspects of 
dubious guilt to trial; and that 
the accused, at bay, might have 
gone to any lengths to establish 
a defense. Or perhaps that was 
not the jury’s reasoning at all; 
it could as well have taken any 
other form. The fact is that, 
after two hours and 40 minutes 
of deliberation, they returned 
to tell the court that the de- 
lendants were guilty. 

As a matter of invariable 
routine, at this point in the 
proceedings the lawyer for the 
accused makes a motion for a 
new trial. But the defense 
counsel failed to make the cus- 
tomary move.

T HAPPENED that the judge. 
| suspicious of Mrs. Jones's de- 

meanor when giving testi- 
mony, and convinced of the de- 
fendants’ innocence, had decid- 
ed to grant the prisoners a 
new trial. But because their 
lawyer had failed to make the 
appropriate motion, the judge 
felt that he had no choice but 
to accept the jury’s verdict. He 
sentenced each prisoner to 99 
years in Joliet. Late in 1933, 
Joe and Ted arrived at Joliet 
to begin serving their Iife 
terms. 

As to one issue, apparently 
minor, raised on the appeal, 
the court opinion had this to 
say: “On cross-examination (the 
witness Mrs. Jones) was asked 
whether it was not a fact sie 
sold whisky to two men whose 
names were stated and whether 
that was not a part of her busi- 
ness. . . . Objections to the 
questions were 
Cross-examination is 
within the discretion of 
trial court. A cause will not be 
reversed for alleged improper 
rulings on questions asked On 
examination unless the defend- 
ant has been prejudiced or de- 
prived of a fair trial. The (de- 
fendants) were not prejudiced 
by the ruling of the court.” 

But if Mrs. Jones had apn- 
swered the question, and had 
answered it truthfully, she 
would have admitted that sbe 
bootlegged whisky; an@ be- 
neath the surface of that fact 
lay the concealed rottenness 
of the prosecution's case. How- 
ever, since, on the face of i, 
the trial had been conducted 
properly, the Illinois Supreme 
Court sustained the prisoners 
convictions.

Joe's son. When the boy was 
seven years old, Helen, having 
agreed with Joe that she 
should divorce him for the 
child’s sake, married an old 
friend who had stood by them 
both. 

Eleven years went by. Events 
changed swiftly. 

The world moved swiftly, 
while Joe Majczek and Ted 
Marcinkiewicz stayed in the 
state penitentiary, and Tillie, 
Joe's mother, fought to prove 
Joe innocent,

ILLIE MAJCZEK had bhe- 
T gun her fight for Joe's re- 

lease the day he was Aas- 
signed to his prison cell. For 
the evidence she had heard in 
court, and the jury's verdict, 
were so many hollow sounds to 
her. The only significant words 
that Tillie heard were Joe's, 
and Joe said he was innocent. 

But Tillie was no fool. She 
fully realized that officially the 
case was closed. She felt sure 
that her son's only hope of 
vindication lay with her, but 
she needed help to prove Joe 
innocent, and realized that she 
needed money to stimulate any- 
one else’s interest in clearing 
him. 

Thus began the conflict be- 
tween an uneducated 41-year- 
old immigrant and the power- 
ful forces of organized society. 
Tillie fought the battle on her 
hands and knees, after dark, 
for her husband, Michael, 
earned just enough for their 
support. As she was not trained 
in any trade, she got a job in 
an office building, scrubbing 
floors. She had to do her work 
at night, after the offices had 
emptied, and it was hard, ex- 
hausting work. It took a lot of 
scrubbing to earn what Tillie 
thought necessary to free Joe. 
It also took 11 years. 

On Oct. 11, 1944, having 
reached the goal she set her- 
self late in 1933, Tillie ap- 
peared at the offices of the 
Chicago Times to place this ad: 

“Five thousand dollars re- 
ward for killers of Officer 
Lundy on Dec. 9, 1932. Call 
Gro-1758, 12-7 p.m.” 

The man in charge of classt- 
fied ads told the city editor 
that Tillie was worth an inter- 
view. The editor agreed. His 
nose for news smelled a 
human-interest story and he 
sent a reporter to talk to Til- 
lie. When the reporter read 
Tillle’s letters from Joe con- 
taining the facts about his 
trial, he sensed a story bigger 
than what it had first seemed. 
After several conferences with 
Tillie the city editor assigned 
two of his best men, Jack Mc- 
Phaul and Paul McGuire, to 
investigate Joe's case. 

McPhaul’s and McGuire's in- 
vestigation was conscientious 
and complete. For several 
months they interviewed all 
the people still alive who had 
in any way been involved, and 
examined all available records. 
Nearly 12 years after his con- 
viction Joe's full story was re- 
vealed. It did not at all re- 
semble the story the prosecu- 
tion had unfolded at his trial. 

The Times published these 
revelaticns in a series of ar- 
ticles that, had they not been 
factual, would have invited 
some costly libel suits. No libel 
suit was ever brought. The ar- 
ticles reported an interview

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Possum Trot Farm 


Song Birds Signal 
Winter's Approach 


By Leonard Hall 


VER last weekend our good friend and co-worker 

Dorothy Dingley of National Audubon Society in New 

York came for a visit to Possum Trot Farm. In the 
brief 24 hours at our disposal, we showed her as much as 
possible of the workings 
of an Ozark farm. We 
also spent several hours 
reviewing some of the 
original film from our 
Current river color 
movie. Fortunately we 
had wonderful weather to 
be out and about—warm 
and golden October 
weather that puts our 
Missouri countryside at 
its absolute best. 

One thing of which we 
are especially conscious 
as we hike across the 
fields or through the 
woods at this season is 
the sharp difference in 
the pattern of bird-song 
as compared with the 
spring and summer 
months. In spring it is 
the multitudinous murmur of warbiers from the tops of the 
elm trees and the mating musie of such resident species 
as the bluebird. In summer we note the continuous melody 
ef dickcissel, indigo bunting, summer tanager and orchard 
ericle. Now that autumn is nearly over, the most per- 
sistent singer of all is the mockingbird. There are so many 
of these handsome songsters in the multiflora hedges and 
along the fencerows that we are sure many of them must 
have moved in from the north and be on the way to the 
laurel and honeysuckle thickets of Louisiana and Arkansas. 


Mockingbirds are great aerial performers as well as 
songsters and it is seldom during the day that you can’t 
look out and see a half-dozen of them flashing their white 
wing-bars and tail feathers. They make us forget that 
winter is on the way—and we're glad to have them. Most 
ef our summer residents that go south for cold weather 
have already left. Dickcissel and indigo, Bewick and house 
wren, summer tanager, blue grosbeak and oriole—all these 
have departed. 


x *« * 

Many of the migrant sparrows are passing 
through right now—and ethers which winter with 
us have moved In. We've managed to identify 
the Savannah sparrow, Leoonte’s, vesper, Lincoln's 
and swamp sparrow which are all going through. 
The white-throat, white-crowned, fox, Eastern 
field, Eastern tree, slate-colored junco, purple 
finch and Mississippi song sparrow have also 
arrived and these will spend the winter with us. 
When all of these are present together, dodging 
tm and out of the thick cover provided by serices 
leapedem: and feseue around the ponds end in 
the wildlife plots, 4% is a real task to nall them 
dewn and really identify them.

@ We've been delighted to note how fast our coveys of 
young quail are growing and on a short hike over the 
weekend, Tiger found five good bunches of strong-flying 
birds. He also found so many dozens of meadowlarks in 
the long grass that it made working the Bobwhites diffi- 
eult. These meadowlarks, as well as the robins, gather 
together in flocks at this season; apparently they grow 
more gregarious as winter approaches. Bluejays and wood- 
peckers are also conspicuous at this time of year, although 
these species are generally found in the woodland rather 
than the fields. One exception is the big northern flicker 
which often flocks in the open with the meadowlarks. I 
suspect he is responsible for the hickory nuts tucked 
into limb erevices of the big shagbarks that grow in the 
lower pastures. We see more redheaded woodpeckers right 
now than at any other time of year; in fact this is the only 
time we catch more than an occasional glimpse of the 
redhead which has become the rarest of our midwestern 


woodpeckers. Oddly enough, the pileated ‘which we once 
thought on the way to extinction) is showing signs of be- 
coming the commonest of all. There is hardly a moment 
throughout the day when you can't hear his ringing cry 
or glimpse the big fellow winging up the valley, while it 
is not at all uncommon for him to stop in the sugar maples 
in the front yard.

With our ponds well-filled, we have been sur- 
prised te see few ducks so far this autumn...

ERE on Mount Desert is- 
H land, off the ruggedly 

beautiful coast of Maine, 
there is a mouse factory fa- 
mous among medical scientists 
all over the globe. Known as 
the Roscoe B. Jackson Me- 
morial Laboratory, it is the 
largest institution in the world 
dedicated exclusively to the 
study of the role of heredity in 
mammalian behavior and dis- 
ease. 


At the Jackson Laboratory 
more than 3500 mice are born 
each day, some 1,200,000 each 
year. Scientifically petted and 
pampered, they consume about 
a ton of specially-prepared 
food each 24 hours. They are 
served by 55 housekeepers and 
receive the constant attention 
of a staff of 137 persons, in- 
cluding 30 scientists of Doc- 
tor’s rank or its equivalent, 
about 60 research workers with 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor 
of Science degrees, and more 
than 40 trained assistants. They 
are guarded like the gold in 
Fort Knox and germ-carrying 
outsiders are barred from the 
antiseptic mouse houses where 
the little furry creatures live 
in hundreds of small compart- 
ments, sleep on sterilized wood 
shavings, and even have their 
own drinking fountains from 
which they sip distilled water. 

The more than _ 1,000,000 
mice born each year at Jack- 
son fall into 60 different 
strains. Each mouse is a stan- 
dardized product and each 
mouse within a strain as like 
to the other as an identical 
twin. And on file is the fami- 
ly history of each mouse going 
back generation after genera- 
tion, 147 generations back, 
which in human terms would 
reach back to 3000 B.C.

HESE mice are the tools 
used by the geneticists, an- 
atomists, psysiologists, psy- 
chologists, biochemists, radio- 
biologists and doctors of medi- 
cine at Jackson in the labora- 
tery's unending basic research 
in genetics, the tireless quest 
for new knowledge with which 
to accomplish the conquest of 
human constitutional diseases. 


So famous are the Jackson 
mice among scientists that or- 
ders pour in from all over the 
world, orders for mice in num- 
bers that cannot be met. Last 
year more than 400,000 Jack- 
son mice were shipped to 400 
laboratories in 22 different 
countries.

Jackson scientists performed 
a simple experiment.

To- 
day Funnyfoot has been per- 
petuated in what is probably 
one of the most important of 
all the types of mice at Jackson 
Laboratory, the “dydy” type 
of muscular dystrophic mice.

cause: a natural, inborn form 
of muscle disease which 60 
often cripples children. 


The process of perpetuating 
the Funnyfoot mice was diffi- 
cult. They could not be bred 
and thus could not produce 
young. Weak and sickly, they 
sometimes lived less than a 
month. But the reproductive 
organs of the Funnyfoot fe- 
males were healthy and nor- 
mal. A Jackson Laboratory 
embryologist, Dr. Leroy Stev- 
ens, solved the problem by 
grafting the ovaries of Funny- 
foot females into the bodies of 
normal sisters of the same 
strain. In due time, litters of 
baby mice were born. which 
proved to be carriers of the 
disease, and a predicted pro- 
portion of their offspring had 
muscular dystrophy. 


“Some day, in some labora- 
tory of the world, a cure for 
muscular dystrophy will be 
found,” says Dr. William S. 
Murray, administrative direc- 
tor of the Jackson Laboratory. 
“And thousands of children 
who can rise from their wheel- 
chairs and lead the normal,

“Funnyfoot though un- 
looked for, was a natural event 
which the Jackson Laboratory 
was prepared to recognize, ana- 
lyze, and use. Its story shows 
how important such an event 
can be in medical research. 
When one happens, the scien- 
tist wants to know why. Not 
just in order to be prepared 
for a similar challenge in the 
future but because, as in the 
case of the dystrophic mouse 
or the female mice who un- 
accountably kept developing 
cancer, the reason for the event 
may point the way to an im- 
portant new discovery.”

ACKSON scientists, like all 
J men in their profession, are 

not given to exuberant spec- 
ulation but the latest Lab re- 
port contains a paragraph on 
research being carried out by 
Dr. George Snell which may 
lead to “extraordinary medical 
news.” Out of Dr. Snell's ex- 
periments in grafting cancers 
onto non-cancerous mice and 
his finding of certain sub- 
stances in mouse tissue which 
enhance the tolerance by the 
host mouse of the transplanted 
tumor, may come other applica- 
tions of what Dr. Snell and his 
associates term an “enhancing 
effect.” 


Through Dr. Snell's work, says 
the Lab report, may come 
“news that methods have been 
found for grafting new skin 
onto a person who might other- 
wise have died from extensive 
third-degree burns. There may 
be headlines proclaiming that 
surgeons can replace a dis- 
eased kidney, thyroid gland, 
pituitary gland or other organs 
with healthy ones taken from 
the body of someone who died 
from other causes. It might be 
possible to replace adrenal 
glands, which produce not only 
adrenalin but many other vital 
hormones —it might even be 
possible to replace a malfunc- 
tioning pancreas, thus relieving 
diabetics in one simple oper- 
ation from their lifelong de- 
pendence on injections of in- 
sulin.” 


Dr. Clarence C. Little, 
founder and director emeritus 
of the Jackson Memorial Lab- 
oratory, explains the famous 
institution here on Mt. Desert 
island as “resting on three 
legs, like a tripod. The first 
of these is our own basic re- 
search, with its many accom- 
plishments in many fields. The 
second is the service which we 
render to others by providing 
our inbred strains of mice to 
the laboratories of the world. 
The third is our educational

program, which brings high 
school and college students to 
us each summer for specialized 
training, which supplies facili- 
ties and teachers for young 
medical school students pre- 
paring their theses for a medi- 
cal degree, and which offers 
hospitality and information to 
scientists from all over the 
world.” 
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STUDENT at Harvard Uni- 
A versity nearly 50 years ago, 

Dr. Little conceived the 
idea of the laboratory shortly 
after he began his studies of 
genetics under Prof. William 
Castle, one of the most famous 
geneticists of that time. To- 
gether, Dr. Little and Dr. Wil- 
liam S. Murray, present admin- 
istrative director of Jackson, 
and a small staff set up the 
laboratory at the University of 
Michigan. In 1929, the labora- 
tory was permanently estab- 
lished here at Bar Harbor on 
Mt. Desert island through 
gifts from Edsel Ford, Roscoe 
B. Jackson, head of the Hud- 
son Motor Car Co., and Rich- 
ard Hudson Webber, head of 
J. L. Hudson Co., the Detroit 
department store. When Roscoe 
B. Jackson died, Dr. Little de- 
cided that the new laboratory 
would be named for him. 

Ten years ago, Oct. 23, 1957, 
the Jackson Memorial Labor- 
atory was destroyed in a fire 
which swept Mt. Desert Island. 
Lost in the flames were 90,000 
inbred, standardized mice—30 
strains developed over nearly 
40 years. 

But the laboratory did not 
die. Scientists all over the 
world sent back mice of every 
strain to Jackson. Money came, 
too, from all over the world 
from people who understood 
the worth of the laboratory's 
work. Today Jackson's re- 
search plant is worth more 
than $1,000,000. 

Theré are 24 buildings, rang- 
ing from the modern labora- 
tory building completed in the 
spring of 1950 at a cost of 
$750,000 and the special labor- 
atory for animal behavior 
studies, to numerous buildings 
for summer students and in- 
vestigators and visiting re- 
search scientists. 

Now, as it has always been, 
the heart of Jackson Labor- 
atory’s work is the experi- 
mental mouse. And in response 
to increasing demands for 
Jackson mice for use in re- 
search on .cancer chemother- 
apy. muscular dystrophy, ef- 
fects of radiation, and in bio- 
logical and medical experi- 
ments generally, the laboratory 
plans a new facility next year 
which will double its present 
production of mice.

ACKSON LABORATORY 
J needs at least $1,300,000 

yearly to operate at its 
present level. Most of its 
support is received from 
the Government, foundations 
and health agencies in the 
form of grants in aid. But it 
also relies heavily on private 
contributions. The sale of the 
famous Jackson mice to lab- 
oratories over the world, at 
from 50 cents to $5 for a single 
mouse helps, but the profit— 
and in some cases mice are 
given free of charge—is small. 

With sufficient funds, Jack- 
son Laboratory could perhaps 
in time fill all the orders for 
mice with which it is swamped. 
It could also step up its re- 
search programs now in prog- 
ress which include studies of 
genetics, physiology, and pa- 
thology of cancer, of anemia 
and of other constitutional dis- 
eases. It also has research pro- 
grams dealing with = obesity, 
muscular dystrophy and neuro- 
muscular defects and still oth- 
ers dealing with environmental 
influences on development and 
with the phenomenon of aging. 

For all these programs, Jack- 
son Laboratory needs mice— 
by the million. And other lab- 
oratories around the world 
need Jackson mice, too. Next 
year, when the new laboratory 
building is completed, Jackson 
hopes to step up production of 
its famous mouse factory to 
approximately 2,500,000 mice a 
year as tools with which scien- 
tists the world over may work 
for the conquest of human con- 
stitutional diseases.

66 T HE THREE FACES OF EVE,” which is now show- 
ing at the ST. LOUIS THEATER, is a rémark- 
able picture in more ways than one. Dealing, as it 

does, with a little known psychiatric problem, multiple 
personality, it was of necessity skating on thin ice, It is 
doubtless due to the expert writing, directing and produc- 
ing of Nunnally Johnson that it avoids the obvious pitfalls 
and emerges as an intelligent, interesting, adult drama, 
maintaining the ethical qualities of a genuine case history, 
but told with a wealth of gripping detail. 


It is remarkable also because a great deal of the action 
takes place in a psychiatrist's office and consists of little 
more than dialogue between doctor and patient. Yet such 
is the nature of the story, and the quality of the acting, 
that these scenes achieve a high and unusual dramatic 
quality. 


The picture is further remarkable for the acting. There 
are really only three characters, a Georgia housewife, her 
Georgia cracker husband, and a psychiatrist. David Wayne 
is natural and most convincing in the role of the confused 
husband. Lee J. Cobb makes you believe in him as a man 
and a doctor, something which is basically essential to any 
success the picture might hope to achieve. But it is to 
Joanne Woodward that the acting honors go for her por- 
trayal, often with the aid of nothing more than a change 
of expression and attitude, of three women with markedly 
different personalities, all inhabiting one body. 


It should be understood that this picture is not a 
horror story, or even offered as a thriller. It was made 
from an actual case history and it tells of the problems 
of a mousy, commonplace southern housewife who begins 
to emerge, at times, as another and very opposite person, 
a brassy, sexy, impudent woman who hates her mousy 
self. As the psychiatrist works with her, still a third per- 
sonality emerges, that of a charming, well balanced indi- 
vidual, and it is this third personality that eventually takes 
over. 


But this isn’t achieved until the doctor, after years of 
probing, finally uncovers a traumatic experience in the 
woman's life at the age of five or six which is of such a 
frightening and shocking nature that it is quite clear to 
the audience how it could split anyone’s personality.

Husband Drinks, His 
Dad Has Vulgar Pals

Dear Martha: 

Y problem is twofold. My husband drinks very much. 
He doesn’t come home from work until after the 
taverns close. He says he doesn’t run around with 
women. He never beats me, but starts arguments and says 
many things to hurt me; 
then he says he is sorry. 
We have two small chil- 
dren, and he is neglect- 
ing them too. I try to 
keep myself attractive, 
even hire baby sitters 
and go out with him;

won't go anywhere else. 
His father lives with us 
and he doesn't help mat- 
ters. He brings his 
friends into my home at 
3:30 in the morning and 
they play cards the rest 
of the night and are very 
loud and use vulgar lan- 
guage. My husband says 
- I have no right to say 
anything against his dad. 
It gets disgusting sitting 
home alone nights. I'm 
just 21 and would like to have some fun, too, I don’t 
believe in divorce, but I've about decided it would be best 
for my children to live in a different atmosphere.

You're right. It would be best. But I would hope 
you could somehow accomplish that without divorcing 
your husband and depriving the children of the chance 
to have a pleasant, secure home with both a mother and 
father to love them. For their sake, as well as your own, 
I think you have every right to insist that your father-in- 
law not use your home as a hangout for his loud and 
vulgar cronies. If he can stay out until 3:30, then play 
eards the rest of the night, he doesn’t have to depend on 
you and your husband to provide a home for him. I don’t 
see how you can hope to have a pleasant home life as 
long as this is going on. Apparently, your husband is just 
not the type to accept any mature responsibility for his 
home and family. Whether you can change him, I don’t 
know. Spending your evenings in taverns isn’t the best 
kind of recreational program I can think of, but I suppose 
it would be better to go with him occasionally than to let 
him stay out alone night after night. This way it’s possible 
that you could meet another couple or two with whom you 
eould share a pleasant friendship. But to get an insight 
into the basic difficulties of your marriage, I would rec- 
ommend a professional counselor, even if he won't go 
with you.

He asked me to see him the next time I was in his town 
and the way things are I will have to be there often. 
What worries me is that someone will find out about us. 
Should I say something to my husband? I know he has 
cheated on me, but that’s all in the past.

If that's all there is to it—a casual, friendly meeting 
at a drug store counter—then probably you're worrying far 
too much. But when a woman has a guilty conscience, 
there's always a question as to whether she should ease 
her own feeling at the cost of her husband's. I can't give 
you a yes-or-no answer because this is a decision that only 
the woman herself can make. Deception is never right; 
but a woman has to decide what seems to be the wiser 
move in a situation like this. Regardless, though, of wheth- 
er or not you tell him, you would be wrong to let yourself 
become involved with another man and it would be better 
to make that plain to him now than to keep on meeting 
him and worrying about being found out.

LARENCE CANNON, Missouri's bantam - sized Congressman 
with the astringent face, has long been one of the most 
powerful men in the Federal Government. Yet never for a 

minute has he forgotten that his power has its roots in what the 
voters of the Ninth Congressional District think of Clarence 
Cannon. 

To keep their opinion favorable, Cannon watches over his 
constituents with a solicitude similar to that shown by a head 
waiter for customers who give liberal tips. While Cannon’s con- 
cern for the 350,000 residents of the Ninth District is a day -in, 
day-out thing, its fullest manifestations occur when he is in 
Missouri between legislative sessions. 

The comfortable home on his 660-acre farm south of Els- 
berry becomes headquarters for a smooth - working, and sincere, 
political operation that hag kept Cannon in the House of Repre- 
sentatives continuously since 1923. That is longer than any 
other Missourian has ever served in either branch of Congress. 
—_ year he had no opposition in either the primary or general 
election. 

Combining his constituents’ carefully nurtured habit of re- 
electing him with an extraordinary hemasiery skill and a 
shrewdness at legislative infighting, on had by 194] risen 
to chairmanship of the House Appropriations Committee. (He is 
author of books on procedure by which the House conducts its 
business.) Except for four years during which the Republicans 
were in control, Democrat Cannon has held the chairmanship 
ever since. The committee, where all spending legislation origi- 
nates, is widely regarded as the most powerful in Congress. 

While the prospect of facing Cannon can bring a distinct 
uneasiness to a money - seeking Cabinet member, residents of the 
Ninth District have no qualms about confronting their Congress- 
man with a problem. They drive up to his big white frame house, 
announced and unannounced. Those unable to go in person 
keep the telephone in the corner of the dining room ringing 
regularly. 

And when there is a lull in incoming traffic, Cannon fre 
quently is out seeing the voters. He has two or three speaking 
engagements a week, and even more in campaign years. Many 
northeast Missourians would consider a dedication, civic banquet 
or special church observance woefully incomplete without a mes- 
sage from Cannon. With his gracious wife at the wheel, the 
78 - year-old Congressman sometimes travels as far as 200 miles 
in his sprawling district to make a talk. 

A tireless worker, Cannon does not let the hours spent with 
his constituents cause him to neglect his immense legislative 
responsibilities. (Letters, phone calls and a few visitors pour in 
from Washington and other places beyond the boundaries of the 
Ninth District). The light in the office on the first floor of his 
home seldom is out before midnight. Sometimes it sends a 
glimmer across the still, dark farmyard until 2 or 3 a.m. 

Cannon appears to savor thoroughly every facet of his job, 
from conferences with Presidents to street-corner chats with the 
voters. And he has no thought of voluntarily surrendering his 
post. “Unless I am retired by my constituents,” he says, “I will 
die in the House.” Although he indicates he would not be embit- 
tered if voted out of his powerful role in the nation’s life, Clarence 
Cannon goes busily on doing all he can to forestall that possibility.

The postman recalls a favorite strategy to 
get the mail through when a car was stuck in 
the mud. With the emergency brake set at 
neutral, Neisler would stand out in front of a 
Model T with one end of a rope tied around 
the low gear pedal and the other end wrapped 
around him. When he pulled, the car went 
into low. The combination of man power and 
motor — 22% horses—never failed, he says. 
There was no danger of being run over, be 
cause when he eased up on the rope the gear 
went back into neutral. Memories of such 
challenges and how the Lizzies helped him 
meet them, saddened Neisler at the auction.

A penny, a nickel, a dime

I always carry three very special coins in my pocket: 
a penny, a nickel and a dime. And I'll never spend 
them because they're constant reminders of the most 
important lesson I ever learned. 

Like the average family in the depression days of 
the early 1930s, mine didn’t have much money, espe- 
cially while I was_growing up in Santa Monica, Calif. 
Still, I don’t recall wanting for the many things a 
young boy seems to need —- model ships, kites, tops, 
candy and the like. 

‘Whenever there was something I really wanted, | 
could rely on my grandmother. She seemed to be a 
never-ending source of money. Even when I didn't 
ask, she was there to give me a nickel, a dime, even a 
quarter to buy some imagined necessity of life. I was 
grateful, but after a hasty thank you, I'd be off think- 
ing of my own satisfaction. 

I was 11 when my grandmother died. Except for 
three coins in her purse, she left nothing. The coins 
were a penny, a nickel and a dime. 


For the first time in my life, I realized something: | 


I had been too engrossed in my own wants, my own 
growing up, to think of someone else, someone I deeply 
and sincerely loved. My grandmother never bought 
anything for herself. She had scrimped and saved 
pennies so that I might have some fun. I had taken 
her devotion for granted. 

Since then those three coins have made me see that 
so many of us treat those we love with less respect and 
cansideration than we sometimes accord absolute 
strangers. We rationalize that a brother “will under- 
stand,” that a wife “should realize,” that a mother 
“knows.” The result is that we're often indifferent to 
the feelings of those who are closest to us. We blame 
this on such things as lack of time, business pressure 
— or mere . 

I have no such excuse. I still carry with me three 
reminders of the importance of respect, consideration 
and kindness: the penny, the nickel and the dime 
my grandmother left behind. ®

The great guided-missile race 


Where we stand on

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Late last August, a terse announcement crackled over 
Radio Moscow: “An over-continental ballistic missile 
has been tested. The results show it is possible to de- 
liver a nuclear warhead anywhere in the world.” 

Does this mean Russia has won the long-distance 
missile race and now can bombard America with 
atomic missiles? Or was the boast only hot air, an 
ingredient frequently found in Soviet propaganda? 

To get the answers, PARADE talked to the men able 
to evaluate the Soviet announcement: technologists 
who watch East-West scientific standings the way 
sports fans follow the football results, intelligence 
experts who track Russia’s missiles with every modern 
means of surveillance. They helped paARaApE prepare 
the exclusive map on the opposite page, showing the 
missiles’ potential global background. (See below. ) 

Rest easy on one score: Radio Moscow did not 
catch the experts by surprise. They had been expect- 
ing the announcement for three months—— 
just as they anticipated the later word of the Soviet 
space satellite. Work on satellite and missile was 
closely correlated; in fact, an ICBM probably was 
used to hurl the artificial moon into space. 

But how did Russia, which lagged years behind us 
in developing the atomic bomb, catch up and perhaps 
pass us in the missile race? The answer lies in the fact 
that in 15 years Russia’s industrial output has jumped 


Would Russia or America be more vulnerable to mis- 
sile warfare? This authentic map, drawn in the Penta- 
gon especially for parnape, shqws the strategic posi- 
tion of both sides. Here is a breakdown of comparative 
missile strength: 

Short-Range Missiles. Both arsenals are bristling 
with small missiles. Numerically, Russia has more; 
strategically, ours are better located. 

We have built a picket fence of small missiles 
around the Communist world. Fitted with atomic 
warheads from secret overseas stockpiles, these can 
bring the Soviet satellites under devastating fire but 
only nick the edges of the Russian Bear. Within range 
are the Black Sea sub base at Sevastopol, Baku oil 
fields in southern Ukraine, missile and air bases on 
the Siberian coast above Vladivostok. But the indus- 
trial heart of Russia can’t be touched. 


200 per cent while her population has increased only 
5 per cent — and this is nowhere more evident than 
in the missile field. 

After World War II, the Soviet Union took over 
most of the German rocket industry, which had been 
producing V-1 buzz bombs and V-2 rocket bombs. 
Some 160 German rocket experts went to work for 
the Soviet missile program. They improved the V-2, 
boosted its range from 250 to 400 miles and called it 
the T-1 ballistic missile. 


A Steady Step-up 


Later they built more power into the engine, added 
another stage and produced the two-stage T-2 (range: 
1,200 to 1,800 miles ). This first intermediate missile 
was tested more than two years ago, now is part of the 
Soviet arsenal. At recent missile maneuvers in the 
Arctic, the Reds fired towering T-2s from ships, sub- 
marines and land launchers. Our intermediate mis- 
siles, the Jupiter and Thor, are superior but still not 
operational. 

From the T-2, the Russians took the big stride to 
the T-3 intercontinental missile. This is a souped-up, 
three-stage missile with a powerful engine but weak 
electronic brain. It is not as advanced as our long- 
range Atlas and Titan eventually will be. But Russia 
has fired the T-3 while we are still building the Titan 
and testing the Atlas’ first stage.

Medium-Range Missiles. Russia now has enough 
intermediate missiles to destroy our forward air bases 
and bombard our allies from Japan on one side to 
Britain on the other. Our bases in Saudi Arabia and 
Spain still are out of range. On this continent, only 
Alaska can be reached. 

Our intermediate missiles won't be ready for com- 
bat duty for another year. Then they will be able to 
reach 98 per cent of Russia's military targets from our 
overseas bases. Only a jagged hole in the middle of the 
Soviet expanse would be safe. 

Long-Range Missiles. It will be three to five years 
before the experimental models blossom into an inter- 
continental missile that can cast its shadow half way 
around the world. The Soviet ICBMs will be able to 
hit any target north of the Panama Canal. This means 
the United States, untouched through two world wars,

The T-3 was launched from nortlr of Vladivostok 
on the Pacific, traveled about 4,500 miles over the 
top of Siberia into the Arctic. (This may explain wh 
the Russians used the term “over-continental”’ insteac 
of “intercontinental.” ) The goal was distance, at the 
sacrifice of accuracy. Perhaps we could stretch our 
ballistic missile range to 4,500 miles, too, by piecing 
several rockets together in multiple stages. But in an\ 
case neither side will have operational ICBMs for 
three to five years. 

Intelligence experts admit Soviet factories are pro- 
ducing more missiles than ours, while, for econom, 
reasons, we have slowed down our production sched 
ule. Our scientists may have a slight technological 
edge over the Russians. We have developed a better 
guidance system; we also can pack the H-bomb into a 
smaller warhead. But the Soviets have designed a moze 
rugged power plant. 

Where will this mad race for missile supremac\ 
lead? Will mankind destroy himself by his own 
genius? Dr. Wernher von Braun, German rocket 
pioneer now working for Uncle Sam, thinks not. 

“Any ballistic missile capable of carrying a nuclear 
bomb over an intercontinental range can be modified 
to carry a few instruments to the moon,” he says. 
“Space flight will free man from his remaining chains, 
the chains of gravity which still tie him to this planet. 
It will open to him the gates of heaven.”

Since they will be able to hit any spot on the globe, 
the map has no line marking their range. 

Meanwhile, lesser missiles can be fired close-range 
by subs, ships and planes. Red subs ean slip right up 
to the American coast and launch missiles from under- 
water. And our medium-range bombers can now fire 
missiles at Red targets 600 miles away. 

The map has two symbols for “major targets,” 
theirs and ours. Both represent areas only, in two 
categories: 1 ) industrial areas and military bases such 
as New York, Pittsburgh, Hawaii on our side; Mos- 
cow, western Siberia, Vladivostok on Russia’s, and 
2) missile-launching sites such as ours in Morocco, 
Saudi Arabia and Japan; theirs west of Moscow, near 
northern Finland and in north-central Siberia .

How to refuel on the move 


To help keep our missiles flying, the Army 
has developed something new: a mobile 
refueling plant. Missiles, like men, require 
oxygen. Since there is too little in the 
stratosphere, they must pack their own. 
Compressed, in liquid form, it is fed into 
their fuel in flight.

He collects fighters’ fists 


Having his fist “taken” in the photo above 
is Floyd Patterson, heavyweight champion 
of the world. The taker is Dr. Walter 
Jacobs, a New York dentist who has spent 
a good part of the last 20 years filling in 
what he believes is a large cavity in the 
history of boxing. 

“All kinds of ring records are col- 
lected,” he points out, “but nowhere can 
we find out the most important thing 
about many boxers of the past: What did 
their fists look like?” 


To date, Dr. Jacobs has collected 90- 
odd molds of the fists of famous fighters. 
Method: They dip their fists in a reddish 
gum used by dentists to take impressions 
inside the mouth. His molds are on dis- 
play at the Museum of the City of New 
York and the Museum of Natural History 
in New York. One, a mold of Joe Louis’ 
fist, is at the Hyde Park, N.Y., memorial 
library to Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Dr. Jacobs, a longtime boxing buff, says 
his compensation is the thrill of meeting 


such fistic greats as Mickey Walker, Henry 
Armstrong, Jack Johnson, Lou Ambers 
and the idol of his boyhood, Benny 
Leonard. 

He has also learned something. “Some 
people think,” he says, “that the bigger a 
boxer’s fists, the harder he punches. But 
take a look at the size of Primo Carnera’s 
fist compared to Tony Canzoneri’s. Tony 
hit like a mule, Primo like a powder-puff. 
The bigger the fist, sometimes, the harder 
they fall.” €

t 14, a local boy named Bobby Fischer is 
garded as one of the 20 top chess players 

the world. He is the U.S. Open Cham- 
ion, has been invited to compete at tour- 
aments in Russia and England. “Players 
ith Fischer's ability,” says Maurice 
asper, president of the Manhattan Chess 
lub, “come along only once in a century.” 
Yet Bobby Fischer, a boy of exceptional 
ntellect, is the despair of his high-school 
sachers. Last year, as a freshman, he fell 
behind in all his subjects, and almost 
lidn’t pass. This year the outlook isn't 


much better. Bobby is a chess whiz, but— 

Just why mystifies everyone who knows 
him. “When he was 7,” says his sister 
Joan, 19, “Bobby could discuss mathe- 
matical concepts like infinity, or do all 
kinds of trick problems. But ask him to 
multiply two and two and he'd probably 
get it wrong.” 

This contradiction in Bobby's mental 
makeup has not made life any easier for 
his mother, Regina Fischer. Divorced 
from her husband, she has had to work 
hard — at present as a registered nurse 
— to support two children. And between 


times she’s had to scurry from school to 
school with Bobby. 

“When he was in fourth grade,” she 
says, “I'd already taken him out of six 
schools, mostly because he didn't like 
them. Once I entered him in a class for 
especially bright children. He walked out 
after the first day.” 

Aware that Bobby is a child prodigy 
whose talent must be helped to grow, 
Mrs. Fischer has continued to try to get 
special training for him. “I've visited uni- 
versity guidance centers and agencies for 
gifted children,” she says. “Mostly they

suggest I enroll him in a small private 
school, where he would get closer atten- 
tion. But private schools are expensive.” 

“One thing I would suggest,” says a 
teacher at the public school he attends, “is 
that Bobby spend more time studying and 
less time at chess.” 

Mrs. Fischer nods helplessly. She feels 
that to ask that of a boy who won the 1957 
Open title, topping all but two of the best 
players in America, would be rather like 
asking Mickey Mantle to play less baseball 
and more mah jongg. Bobby, she says, 
plays chess even while eating, keeps a

He’s cocky about his chess. Once he 
played Samuel Reshevsky, the balding lit- 
tle accountant who's been the king of U.S. 
chess since 1936. The experienced 
Reshevsky, 46, polished off Bobby, then 
13, with little trouble. But afterwards he 
told a bystander: “The boy is brilliant; 
he'll go far.” Bobby, meanwhile, was point- 
ing out to anyone who would listen how 
Reshevsky had missed moves that would 
have ended the game sooner. 

What amazes old chess hands is that 
Bobby has been playing the complex game 
less than eight years. His sister Joam had 
bought a $1 set to while away a rainy 
afternoon; she and her 6-year-old brother 
played a few games, but he was only 
mildly interested. Two years later he 
walked into the Brooklyn Public Library 
—he’s a voracious reader — and saw 
Max Pavey, an international chess master, 


standing inside a rectangle and playing as 
many as 20 matches at once. 

The curious Bobby sat down at a board 
and made a move. A few minutes later 
Pavey had forgotten about the other play- 
ers and was concentrating hard on beating 
Bobby. He did, but it took him 15 minutes 
— a long time for an international master 
against an 8-year-old who'd played only a 
few games in his life. 

A teacher of chess, Carmen Nigro, wit- 
nessed the game. Impressed, he offered to 
teach Bobby. Within a few years Bobby 
was beating Nigro regularly. By 1956, 
now a member of the Manhattan Chess 
Club, he had tied for fourth in the U.S. 
Open and won the National Junior Cham- 
pionship — the youngest titleholder in 
history 


This glittering record earned him a bid 
to the Lessing J. Rosenwald tournament, 
the top test of U.S. chess to which only six 
to 12 of the top players are invited. He 
was beaten several times — but, playing 
against the only man in the tournament to 
defeat Reshevsky, Bobby won. 

“I never saw any game played better,” 
says referee Hans Kmoch. “It was the 
game of the century.” 

Bobby finished eighth in the tourna- 


liancy. Among those finishing behind him 
was Max Pavey, his library opponent of 
seven years earlier. - 

Last summer Bobby scored his greatest 
triumph, winning the U.S. Open Chess 
championship at Cleveland. He defeated 
the best American players with the excep- 
tion of Reshevsky and Larry Evans, 
neither of whom competed. In the next 
few months, some experts believe, Bobby 
may prove himself the equal of them both. 


Money for His Mother 


Right now, though, he must start doing 
better in his school work and try to help 
out his hard-working mother. To make 
money, he has taken on as many as 30 
challengers simultaneously at $1 a chal- 
lenger. But such games, he says, “don’t 
produce good chess. They're just hard on

Tomorrow's world will be even “smaller” 
than today’s. That's why what others think 
of us — our customs and attitudes — is 
important to you, the adults of tomorrow. 

I've been talking with Girl Scouts and 
other teens from Holland, Japan, Greece, 
\lexico and South Africa, as well as Amer- 
icans who have been abroad. All of them 
have been taking part in student-exchange 
programs. I find that foreign students of 
both sexes like American teenagers and 
teen-age customs — with a few reserva 
tions. 

Perhaps the most favorable, and typical, 
comment is this from a girl: “The thing | 
like most about the United States is that 
vou can talk to a boy without waiting for 
him to speak first.” 

On the other hand, one girl said she 
thought foreign boys treat girls with more 
respect, “as if you were something fragile.” 
Kvra Blumberg, South Africa, thinks it's 
“a shock to have a boy call you at six and 
ask for a date that vefy evening.” 


Why Do You Date? 


The casualness of boy-girl relations in 
America has its disturbing side for some 
who are brought up to link dating closely 
with love and marriage. Hedwig Verboon, 
Holland, said: “In the United States, it 
seems you don’t go to a party with a boy 
because you like him; you go with him be- 
cause you want to go to parties.” 

But even Hedwig had to admire the 
social case of American teenagers. She was 
astounded at how American girls speak 
up in public, even disputing parents and 
teachers. “We're more reserved,” she said. 
“We don’t argue with grownups. And we 
never open our eyes to a boy until we are

about 17.” By that she meant that proper 
Dutch girls are too shy to flirt. 

Though Dutch schools are co-educa- 
tional, girls go stag, even to high-school 
parties. In most other’countries, boys and 
girls go to separate schools. As a result, 
Terestta Gonzales, Mexico, said she never 
had a when-to-kiss or whom-to-kiss prob- 
lem, as so many United States girls do. “ 
scarcely see a boy alone, even by day. And 
at night we are always chaperoned.” 

Naoka Yamada, Japan, was not only 
amazed at the freedoms permitted Ameri- 
can girls but also critical. American par- 
ents, she said, push their children into 
growing up. “Mothers worry if their 
daughters don’t date at 13 or 14. It 
doesn't seem to me that American children 
have a chance to be children.” 

Pola Kaval, Greece, criticized American 
conformity: “Everybody does what every- 
body else does. Something in the air com- 
pels you to. For example, here girls all 
wear lipstick. In Greece we do not. But 
here | must wear lipstick — or, at least, I 
feel that I must.” 

Anita McLaughlin, Peru, remarked on 
how little work U.S. girls do in their own 
homes. “I pictured them as doing dishes 
and scrubbing all day long — the sort of 
endless menial drudgery Indian servants 
are hired to do in Peru. It's true, teen- 
agers here do help around the house, but 
they certainly aren't the slaves I thought 
they were.” 

All the foreign girls were impressed by 
American labor-saving housekeeping ma- 
chines, as visible symbols of our prosperity. 

And, like Naoka, all of them also had 
observed that American teenagers are not 
treated as children — but as junior adults. 


How other teenagers see you 


Perhaps, as a result, U.S. boys and girls 
take responsibility much sooner, the group 
agreed. “I admire the way so many have 
paying jobs,” was Kyra’s comment. “No- 
body at home works his way through 
school, but most everybody here — even 
girls — helps some.” 

Americans, on the ather hand, were 
amazed to discover how short the growing- 
up stage is in other countries. 

Teresita who, at 18, is still treated as a 
child and has never been kissed, may well 
be married within a year, never having 
had a real adolescence. Some Americans 
still will be in school at age 22 or 24, de- 
pendent on their families, and, in effect, 
still adolescent. 


A Key to Understanding 


In this connection, one educator | 
know points out that ours is one of the 
very few countries which can afford a 
long, dependent adolescence. Our techni- 
cal civilization not only makes this possible 
but requires it, he says. More education 
becomes necessary, year by year, just to 
make a living. 

Technical education alone, of course, is 
not enough preparation for living in a 
steadily shrinking world. All the teenagers 
1 talked with seemed to feel that getting 
to know other people as persons is essen- 
tial. 

They urged more travel, more Girl 
Scout and other student-exchange projects 
such as those envisioned by President 
Eisenhower's People-to-People Program. 
These,: they felt, would help maintain 
friendly ties between their own and other 
nations in the future, when they — and 
you — are the world’s adults. *

with its dove (another) on a ham- 
mer-and-sickle. Go right to a second 
magazine in Russian, this one fea- 
turing happy worker¢. Peering over 
them is the Red “god,” Nicolai Lenin. 
Skip left to Images (French ); its cover 
glorifies Egypt’s pro-Soviet dictator 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Below Nasser, something called 
News shows the happy inmates of a 
Russian children’s home. Moscow 
News and New Times, both offered 
in two languages, speak for them- 
selves. Finally, more copies of La 
Chine almost elbow aside two local 
newspapers of “neutral” content.

Helping hand for ‘little guys’ 


Small businessmen, in the spirit of do-it-yourself, meet to see how 
they can share in the wonders (and profits) of modern research 


America’s small businessmen long have 
looked with a mixture of envy and frustra- 
tion at the research facilities of large 
business. 

They have admired the shiny labora- 
tories for the development of new prod- 
ucts. They have reflected wistfully on the 
intensive market research which their big- 
ger brothers in the business world take for 
granted. Most of all, they have seen the 
added profits that seem to stem almost 
inevitably from newly developed products 
and better aimed sales efforts. 

But to the man who runs the neighbor- 
hood shoe store, or the fellow who is play- 
ing all the instruments in the business 
band as he keeps his family’s small metal- 
working plant alive, the wonders of mod- 
ern research seem almost as remote as they 
are glamorous. “After all,” the small busi- 
nessman is likely to say to himself, “I've 
got to do my ordering and write my ads 
and get the bills out. Where will I get the 
time — or money — for anything else?” 


Aid from tke 


Much of his plea is soundly based. But 
from Washington recently came news that 
made the “little men” in business prick up 
their ears even while they waited on cus- 
tomers and punched the cash register. 
The word: news of a helping hand from 
an extraordinary source. 

The hand was that of President Eisen- 
hower, himself no stranger to the perils 
and problems of small business in his 
younger days. It took the form of a special 


conference called by the President to ex- 
amine the research problems of small 
business. 

Its goal was to show small businessmen 
everywhere — from the “mom '‘n’ pop” 
soda shop on the corner to the bigger “little 
man” with 100 to 500 employees — how 
they, too, could share in the magic re- 
wards of research as applied to business 
problems. 

At Ike’s invitation, nearly 1,000 repre- 
sentatives of small business, trade associa- 
tions, universities and government met for 
three days at their own expense. Together 
they looked over the field of research to 
see where small business fits in. 

Their encouraging answer: If small 
business doesn’t have time or money to do 
its research on the scale of big business, it 
still can share immensely in the vast store- 
houses of research information which are 
available free or at small cost. 

Such storehouses include government 
agencies, trade associations, the trade and 
business press, the data which large busi- 
ness often is glad to share with smaller 
operators and, finally, the experience of 
fellow small businessmen. 

Called the “President's Conference on 
Technical and Distribution Research for 
the Benefit of Small Business,” the confer- 
ence was headed by President Eric A. 
Walker of Pennsylvania State University. 
Deputy chairmen (for distribution, i.e., 
sales) were PARADE president and pub- 
lisher Arthur H. “Red” Motley, and (for 
technical research) Dr. Charles N. Kim- 


ball, president of the Midwest Research - 


Institute of Kansas City, Mo. 

Along with trading ideas of their own, 
small businessmen heard publisher Motley 
report on a unique “profile” of small busi- 
nessmen drawn from data assembled be- 
fore the Conference by the crack New 
York research firm of Douglas Williams 
Associates. Some conclusions : 


They're All individuals 


e There is no “typical small business- 
man.” Many of them actually are maver- 
icks; all are highly individualistic. 

e Making money is important to them, 
but often not as important as their free- 
dom to do as they like, their pride in 
product or record of success. 

e The “little guys” often prefer to stay 
that way and not get involved in the 
corporate “team” life of the big companies. 

But, though individualists, the small 
businessmen in Washington showed them- 
selves alert to using the tools of business 
success, and deeply imbued with a “do-it- 
yourself” philosophy of adapting the other 
fellow’s experience to their own needs. 
After swapping ideas, listening to reports 
on research sources and hearing “case 
histories” of small businessmen who have 
made research pay off (opposite p.), con- 
ferees saw the possibility of getting into 
the research picture in a major way. 

Best evidence that the Conference suc- 
ceeded was this: a unanimous decision 
to do it all over again, next time in cities 
across the land. Continued on page 31

Once she gets 
the break, then she can prove whether or 
not she can act. The worst thing that can 
happen to an actress is to be known as 
‘The Body’ or “The Bosom’ or ‘Miss Chest 
Expansion.’ It's like being a freak. That's 
why I’ve cut out such posing.” 


it’s Happened Before ‘ 


These statements suggest that actresses 
who pose for leg art are hardly as aban- 
doned as their photographs might indicate. 
Instead, most of them are consciously or 
subconsciously ashamed of their immod- 
esty and use it only as a means to an end. 
Once that is achieved, they tend to cool 
on cheesecake in a hurry. 

Consider Joan Crawford, Jane Wyman, 
Rita Hayworth, Lana Turner — to name 
four long-established stars. To get started 
in Hollywood, they posed in every con- 
ceivable type of costume. They wanted the 
publicity and knew that would help get it. 
But once they attained some stature in the 
movie industry, they felt that leg art was 
no longer needed — or desirable. 

Fifteen years ago, for example, Jane 
Wyman’s studio used to flood city desks 
with revealing shots of her. Then she 
starred in The Lost Weekend, won an 
Oscar for Johnny Belinda and applause 
for The Yearling, The Glass Menagerie 


& Today the same thing is happening to 
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Stage Fright. Suddenly leg art on Jane 
’Wyman vanished. 


Kim Novak. In an effort to convince the 
public that Kim has arrived as a dramatic 
actress, her studio has issued the fiat: “No 
more cheesecake.” 

Raoul Walsh, a director since 1915, 
says: “It’s been my experience that well- 
endowed actresses love to pose for cheese- 
cake when they're single. You know, show 
the beys their God-given talents, revel in 
their own young beauty. But once they get 
married, they usually become more con- 
servative. ‘My husband won't like this,’ 
they tell the studio still man.” 

Walsh points out that Sophia Loren 


only a couple of weeks ago married her - 


discoverer, Carlo Ponti. Anita Ekberg re- 
cently was wed to actor Anthony Steele. 
Joan Collins is going steady with Arthur 
Loew, Jr. and Kim Novak has various seri- 
ous admirers.

There also are the proved examples of 
Marilyn Monroe and Elizabeth Taylor. 
Before Marilyn married Joe DiMaggio, 
she posed in the altogether for calendar 
art and later added the covering necessary 
to comply with the movie censors. Once 
she got married, however, that sort of 
posing came to a quick halt — and has

stayed halted. As for Elizabeth Taylor, her 
favorite pose since her marriage to pro- 
ducer Mike Todd is a closeup with tiara. 

Even Jayne Mansfield, who's built an 
entire career on cheesecake, has decided 
to cover up a little. Explains one publicity 
man: “Jayne posed in a Bikini at the press 
showing of Underwater. The resultant 
notoriety got her a part on Brodidlway in 
Will Success Spoil Rock Hunter? A photo- 
genic bosom became her stock in trade. 
Now she’s exploited it to death. Jayne 
knows it, and we know it; so for a while 
we're laying low.” 

In Hollywood's long and colorful his- 
tory there have been relatively few ac- 
tresses who never had to resort to leg art 
for publicity. Mary Pickford, Katharine 
Hepburn, Bette Davis and Dorothy Mc- 
Guire are examples. Miss Pickford, of 


course, is out of the pre-cheesecake era. 
The other three started on the stage and 
were signed by Hollywood because they 
could act. 


One actress does claim that leg art saved 


her career. She is Deborah Kerr. Before 
Deborah played a memorable love scene 
with Burt Lancaster in From Here to Eter- 
nity, a scene in which she was clad in a 
tight bathing suit, she had been cast in a 
series of “nothing” pictures. “The public 
was convinced,” she says, “that I was 
about as sexy as a grape. They had never 
seen my legs or anything. Once Eternity 
was released I attained a sex-appeal quo- 
tient, and it's stayed with me ever since. I 
am profoundly grateful.” 

Deborah Kerr, however, is the excep- 
tion. Most of her female colleagues feel 
differently — for now, anyway. *
